(2) Alisting of all statutory and regulatory requirenents of all

health carriers doing business in Washington that pr ohi bi t
di scrimnation between health care provider groups who deliver services
that are included in a health benefit plan. The report shall include
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an assessnent of the cost of each listed requirenent and the inpact
that covering the requirement has on the utilization of other health
services, expressed as a net premum cost or savings per nenber per
nont h;

(3) A listing of those coverage, service, admnistrative, and
provider requirenents in the individual and group market that are not
requirenents in at |east twenty-six other states;

(4) An assessnment of whether market demand has already resulted in
inclusion of a mgjority of these mandates or requirenents in a
significant nunber of health benefit plans in states that do not have
the sanme requirenents; and

(5) Alisting of all health carriers doing business in the snal
group market in Washington state and the nunmber of plans avail able
conpared to the nunber of carriers and plans available in other states.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 6. Sections 1 through 4 of this act take effect
January 1, 2007."
